Proposition: Every child of God can allow God to interrupt their life by 
following this example in the life of Ananias. 

I. Ananias was Aware of the Lord's Communication (Vs. 10) 

A. He was a Follower of God's Prescribed Commands (Vs. 10a) 

B. He was Faithful to God's Personal Call (Vs. 10b) 

II. Ananias did Admit His Own Concerns (Vs. 11-14) 

A. His Concerns over Destruction (Vs. 13) 

B. His Concerns of Danger (Vs. 14) 

III. Ananias was Attended by the Lord's Comfort (Vs. 15-16) 

A. He was Comforted by God's Provision (Vs. 15) 

B. He was Comforted by God's Plan (Vs. 16) 

IV. Ananias did Assert His Own Conformity (Vs. 17-18) 

A. He showed Conformity in His Departure (Vs. 17a) 

B. He showed Conformity in His Demonstration (Vs. 17b) 

C. He showed Conformity in His Dependence (Vs. 18) 
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1) ...essay of his ""Always evaluating where we've been. ..always 
reacting. ..searching for ways to settle in and find comfort on our 
sofa-like surroundings. ..yawning. ..slumbering in the sleepy, 
warm twilight of sundown. ..finding a great deal of security in 
the mediocrity and predictability of sameness. ..We are like 
chatty, laughing tourists taking snapshots of the lowlands 
through rose-colored filters. ..enjoying today's lull. ..we are 
yesterday-dwellers. ..avoiding the reality of today..." 

2) ...God can allow God to interrupt their life by following this 
example in the life of Ananias. 

3) 1 John 1:7 But if we walk in the light, as he is in the light, we 
have fellowship one with another, and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 1 John 2:6 He that saith he 
abideth in him ought himself also so to walk, even as he walked. 


4) In Isaiah 6:8 in response to the question of God "Who will go for 
us?" Isaiah said Here am I Lord send me! When we listen to the 
prescribed will of God in the Word of God, then that personal 
call will ring clear to us, interrupting our complacency. 

5) Psalms 103:14 For he knoweth our frame; he remembereth that 
we are dust. 


1) Isaiah 55:7-8 Let the wicked forsake his way, and the 
unrighteous man his thoughts: and let him return unto the 
LORD, and he will have mercy upon him; and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon. For my thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways, saith the LORD. 


2) ...the end from the beginning. Job 23:10 But he knoweth the 
way that I take: when he hath tried me, I shall come forth as 
gold. 1 Thessalonians 5:24 Faithful is he that calleth you, who 
also will do it. 2 Corinthians 1:20 For all the promises of God in 
him are yea, and in him Amen, unto the glory of God by us. 
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1) ...dreamed of and there are the words of Vs. 17.. 


2) ...your life demonstrate a conformity to the prescribed call and 
the personal call God has on your life. 


3) ...dependent on God alone for protection and power. What a 
lesson for us.
